165  students  aid 
in  muscle  project

A unique  research  project  to 
determine  significant  factors  in 
muscle  development  is  being 
conducted  by  the  BYtJ  Physical 
Education  Department,  accord- 
ing to  Vermon  S.  Barney,  re- 
search director. 

IN’  ADDITION  to  the  special- 
ly constructed  apparatu.s  for  tlie 
study,  fifteen  combinations  of 
new  exercises  to  measure  the 
development  of  strength  and 
endurance  in  body  muscles  are 
involved  in  the  project,  Mr.  Bar- 
ney said. 

At  present  165  students  are 
participating  on  a voluntary  ba- 
sis in  the  project  which  was  in- 
itiated last  semester  and  will 
continue  through  this  semester 
and  again  next  year. 

EACH  STUDENT  is  charted 
weekly  on  his  progress  with  the 
exercise  to  which  he  has  been 
assigned  which  involvfes  the 
measurement  of  only  one  mus- 
cle per  student. 

All  known  significant  factors 
in  muscle  development  which 
have  been  recognized  during  the 
past  .50  years  are  under  scrut- 
ln\'  in  the  research  study,  ac- 
cording to  Mr,  Barney. 

THESE  factors  are  systemat- 
ically being  checked  to  deter- 
mine the  relative  effectiveness  • 
of  each  of  the  new  types  of  ex- 
ercises as  opposed  to  the  con- 
ventional systems  of  exercise.

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SIJllLAR  warnings  have  been 
sounded  recently  in  a statome^ 
by  the  General  Council  mf  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  and 
in  a pamphlet  published  by  the 
National  Catholic  Welfajy 
Conference. 


All  three  documents  say  that 
many  patriotic,  God-fc 
Americans — who  are  no 
selves  extremists — have 
frightened  and  confused  by 
widely-circulated  charge  that 
Communists  have  heavily  infil- 
trated the  ranks  of  the  cler^. 

This  charge  has  been  labeled 
a "patent  falsehood”  by  Assi®- 
and  Director  William  C.  SuDi- 
van  of  the  FBI,  And  FBI  Di- 
rector J,  Edgar  Hoover  has 
gone  out  of  his  way  to  strea 
that  “the  overwhelming  major- 
ity of  our  cleraymen  are  today 
wholly  loyal  to  our  nation  and 
are  working  to  protect  our 
freedoms.” 


BUT  EVEN  the  great  prestige 
of  the  FBBI  has  not  been  suf- 
ficient to  lay  the  charge  to  rest 
Hearing  it  repeated  over  and 
over  again,  loyal  church  mem- 
bers find  themselves  wonder^^ 
if  there  may  not  be  something 
to  it  .after  all. 


The  Episcopal  report  says 
that  doubt  and  suspicion  are 
deadly  disrupters  of  any  churdi. 
It’s  not  necessary  that  the  mem- 
bers be  convinced  that  their  pas- 
tor actually  is  a “comsvm%'^ 
If  they  are  merely  led  to  su? 
pect  that  he  might  be,  his  min- 
istry will  be  crippled  and  the 
fellowship  of  love  which  should 
prevail  in  a Christian  cong» 
gation  will  quickly  give  way  to 
an  atmosphere  of  tension  and 
hate. 


PRECISELY  THIS  is  happen- 
ing now  in  some  parts  of  the 
country,  according  to  the  Pres-  | 
byterian  General  Council. 

“There  are  congregatk^t 
which  are  being  rent  asundw,” 
it  says.  “Their  peace  and  unity 
has  been  disrupted,  their  cen- 
tral mission  has  been  deferred, 
their  reason  for  being  has  been 
lost  sight  of,  as  church  memba 
is  set  against  church  memba' 
and  church  officer  against 
church  officer. 

“Some  ministers  are  tragic- 
ally resigning  their  pastorates 
or  compromising  their  views. 
Cihers  ere  being  advised,  warn- 
ed or  ordered  not  to  speak  on 
social  and  political  issues.  ’’ 

THE  ..CATHOLIC  pamphlet, 
written  by  Fr.  John  F.  Cronin, 

S.  S.,  Assistant  Director  of  the 
NCWC’s  Social  Action  Depart- 
ment, says  that  “hysteria  and 
suspicion  are  increasingly  evi- 
dent” in  many  areas. 

It  urges  patriotic  Americans 
not  to  be  “misled  by  false  pro- 
phels.”  And  it  assures  Cath- 
olics that  Communist  influence 
in  Protestant  churches— which 
have  been  the  principal  tarpd*  J 
of  rightist  attacks— is  “virtually 
non-existent.”
